Law beefs up

GRANITE CITY — New Year’s Eve hasn’t been 
quite as hazardous in recent years as it formerly 
was, according to law enforcement officials and 
the Madison County coroner’s office. 

Granite City Assistant Chief of Police Ron Selph 
said he thinks it’s because of stricter enforcement 
of traffic laws, particularly drunken driving. 

“The last few years have been pre. decent in 
terms of overall calls,’ Selph said. ‘“ re was a 
time we’d get as many as 75 calls on one shift.”’ 

Madison County Deputy Coroner Ralph Baahl- 
mann Jr. said nobody died in a traffic accident 
last year on New Year’s Eve. 

But he said at least 60 percent of all traffic 
deaths in the county are alcohol- or drug-related. 
Similar statistics are nationwide.
